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PREFACE 


These  indices  are  of  vahie  to  genealogists  and  historians  in 
the  research  of  statutes  in  effect  at  a  certain  period.  Numerous 
laws  were  passed  specifically  for  individuals  to  be  granted 
divorces,  to  be  naturalized,  to  be  granted  amnesty,  pardons, 
and  for  the  remission  of  fines,  etc 

Such  laws  and  ordinances  may  be  very  important  in  family 
research  and  may  explain  legal  actions  that  affected  the  lives  of 
certain  families. 

One  would  now  expect  to  find  such  information  on  such 
matters  in  local  court  actions,  but  in  the  early  days  many  such 
personal  matters  were  considered  by  colonial  and  state 
legislatures  and  general  assemblies.
